Now carries a temporary visa issued by the Director General de 
Seguridad, Salamanca. 

Plans on leaving Madrid tomorrow or Monday, returning to Germany 
through Bilbao. 

Did considerable espionage wo lie during the war in Paris, Rojm, and 
other parts of Europe. 

Formerly employed as Mining Engineer; plans on working at the mined 
in Essen; does not know as yet with which company he will be 
affiliated. 

Still professed Facia t; carries picture of Hitler in wallet. 

Former address in Poland: .'Jchneidetcuhl Gartenstral 11. 

He furnished the following information: 

OTTO 5K0RZFNI t alias STI^lNHAULR .local German in the tractcr (?) busines, 
ia head of the pro-Russian faction of A secret Spanish society comprised of 
former S3 members here. He receives money from Russia and wanted Buhn to go 
to Teheran to work for the party, saying that the United States wanted to 
keep Germany derided, but that Russia was trying to unite it. 

In Skorzeni's office, there is a safe (?) containing a mass of coamml- 
catiens in code on his activities. ;( Buhn described the two types of code 
used).

He seemed to think that the papers in Skorzenl'e safe (?) were extremely 
important.
